Clover  sown  alone,  at  the  rate  of  10  lbs. 'per' acre.  will,  as  a 
rule,  produce,  a good  crop,  yielding  at  least  2 tons  of  bay  per 
mere.  When  sown  with  grain  as  a nurse  crop,  it  will  merely 
produce  a.  good  stand,  to  yield'  a -crop  of  hay  or  pasture  the  fol- 
lowing year.  -•  ■■ioI  v!:  ,,-r 

, CANADA  F TEED  PEAS,  sbwn  fit  the  rate  of  1*4  hu.  per  acre, 
are  being  planted  with  wonderfully  good  results.  Some  advocate 
sowing  about  one-fourth  to  one-third  hu.  oats  with  the  peas,  to 
hold  them  off  the  ground.  Cured  for  Hay.  Canada  Field  Peas  are 
almost  as  valuable  as  Clover,  as  they  contain  about  the  same 
amount  of  protein.  Three  to  four '-ton  8 of  most'  valuable  hay  are 
generally  produced  per  acre.  - ...  . 

SOY  BEANS  may  be  sown  in  place  of  the' Canada  Field  Peas, 
although  they  are  not  as  easily  cured  for  hay.  They  are  of  far 
greater  value  when  planted  together  with  Ensilage  Corn,  at  the 
rate  of  -30  to  30  lb  per  acre,  to  be  cut  together  with  the  corn,  for 
silage.  This  combination  will  form  a perfectly  balance  ration, 
and  (lie  expensive  bran  can  lie  dispensed  With. 
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
